MAUIED BY A BEAR, 


Verhaps the most of us associate tho 


idea of a bear with the grizzly of the 
Rockies or the fierce denizen of Polar 
regions. All the same, the Indian speci- 
men, as the following will show, is by 
no means to be despised. 


He is of two kinds—one the red brown 


bear of Cashmere, a native of the Hima- 
layas, living chiefly about the snow line, 
which in that rr nge lies at an altitude 
of 15,000 feet; (.he other is the black 
bear, found on lower slopes, where he 
haunts walnut and apricot trees, and is 
partial to honey. He is found also in the 
table land of southern India, in the jun- 
gles. 


Both kinds sometimes measure as 


much as six feet from the tip of his nose 
to the end of the stump of his short tail 
The black bear is adorned with a queer, 
horseshoe shaped white mark on the 
chest, a good place at which to aim at 
him. 


The strength of bears is enormous. 


One constantly comes across natives 
who have been brushed out of the way 
by a rude push with tho paw of a bear, 
with the result of losing a limb or part 
of their jaw, 


One of the great dangers of the sport 


of bear shooting is that of getting below 
the animal, who may then charge down 
upon his antagonist. 


But, owing to their bad sight—they 


have queer, small eyes, deep sunk in 
their heads—and their greediness, which 
absorbs them in theic feeding, a bear is 
by no means difficult to stalk, and a far 
easier prey than an ibex or deer or tiger. 


My largest bag was once four bears in 


one day. It was in Cashmere; we had 
marched ten days across the hills to a 
valley high up in the mountains, where 
We had pitched our tent. I was alone, 
accompanied only by two shikaris, or 
native hunters. 


It was the month of April, the best 


season for bear shooting, for Bruin, thin, 
hungry and full furred, had only just 
qtnerged from his winter hibernation. 


Rising about 8 a. m., and leaving the 


SMoldering camp fire, we climed, under 
a bright moon, a steep pull up a neigh- 
boring peak. 


It was essential to reach our point of 


vantage before the sun was up, as after 
sunrise the wind blew down the moun- 
tain, and would be between us and our 
quarry. 


With field glasses to our eyes we 


•canned the panorama, bounded to the 
north by the sharp cut peaks of snow 
•tending out clearly in the growing day- 
light. The bears were then returning 
from the night's prowl, and on a lucky 
day I have seen as many as seventeen 
•within a radius of four or five miles. 


When a likely beast is spotted, hard 


at work, unearthing some root or inves- 
tigating a bees' nest, the stalk follows. 
It may be over difficult ground, and 
mean steady hard work. 


At last we reached to within a hun- 


dred yards of where the bear was last 
seen, and, with a doubled up figure and 
catlike steps, peered over the point of 
rock, with cartridge put in and rifle 
pointed. 


It was all right. Within thirty yards 


was a bear, unconsciously feeding. But, 
ah! he suspected something, for he rose 
on his hind legs and snuffed the air. I 
fired, aiming at his chest. Bruin tumbled 
over and rolled down the hill, dead. 


So much for number one. 
Leairing the second shikari to take the 


•kin, we made for a point above us, to 
look for more bpvrt. On turning a corner, 
however, we saw a little above us a bear 
coming toward us. 


To retire hastily out of sight and to 


Struggle up the hill, so as to get on better 
terms with the animal, was the first 
thought. Then, with rifle full cock, I 
peeped cautiously over the edge of a rock 
to get a view of my friend, when—was 
it possible?—I found myself almost face 
to face with Bruin. Our heads nearly 
touched1 


But he was the more surprised of the 


two, for he had no notion I was any- 
where about, and he swung slowly 
round, only to receive his death wound 
and to topple down the hill. 


Then followed breakfast and the hot 


hours of the day, spent lying on one's 
back in the shade, sleeping, or enjoying 
dreamily the wonderful panorama of 
fold after fold of mountain and valley 
spread out before one. It was about 4 
o'clock, when the sun had begun to go 
down, that I accounted for bears num- 
ber three and four. 


About a mile ofl we saw a bear cross 


ft patch of snow. After a careful stalk 
we came close upon him 
But he was 


not alone, he was feeding in company 
with another, on a little plateau between 
two bills. 


I got a shot at him, and he made o& 


excitedly, hanging one forearm, I after 
him, with my second rifle, as fast as I 
sould go, when a whisper from my shi- 
kari made me turn my head. 


"For the love of Allah, sahib, not that 


way! There, up that tree!" 


I took his advice, and from the tree 


could sfe over the precipice as to whither 
my wounded friend had gone. 


Lo and behold! There he was, resting 


on the very path I was taking, and on 
the lookout for me too! A steady shot 
from my express, and down he went 
into some birch bushes below him. 


Reloading quickly, I looked out for 


him to break covert; but in the mean- 
time his companion had taken the same 
path, and as he turned and looked in- 
quiringly at me I got a shot at him and 
he also made off into the covert. 


I reloaded and awaited the result. 


Nothing emerged from the patch of 
jungle. So after a while we cautiously 
approached the spot, and the second 
shikari seeing something lying threw a 
•stone, and then pronounced it dead. 
And indeed upon closer inspection we 
found the two bears lying dead side by 
ride. So much for bear shooting in the 
Himalayas. 


It was amongst the great black bears 


of the semi-tropical jungles of southern 
India that the following much more 
serious adventure befell me, nearly put- 
ting an end to me altogether and leaving 
a gash two inches deep down my thigh 
for life. 


We were a party of two or three, 


shooting in a vast jungle on the banks 
of a river, and found plenty of sambur 
3<_er, leopards, and a few bears. 


We beat the jungle by means of o 


small army of coolies, the sportsmen 
stationing themselves at likely spots for 
the game to break covert. A very large 
black bear lumbered past within shot of 
me. I missed him, and he disappeared 
.nto the jungle. 


Before I had time to pursue him, how- 


ever, the bear, headed back by the beat- 
ers, came down the path straight to- 
wards me, and in a terrible rage stalk- 
ing along on his hind legs as he ap- 
proached me. 


I fired and hit him, but on he came, 


and in another moment, towering above 
me, he had closed with me and knocked 
me down like a ninepin, drawing his 
hugo claws across me, «n?m my shoulder 
to my thigh. 


But for my wearing a thick woolen 


cumberbund, or belt, wrapped many 
times round my middle, he must all but 
inevitably have injured me fatally. 


The bear stood over me, growling, like 


a cat playing with a mouse. But I did 
aot lose my presence of mind, and man- 
aged to get out my hunting knife, which, 
with the strength of despair, I buried up 
to its hilt in the animal's chest. 


He staggered a little, but he seized me 


the next minute with his jaws round my 
thigh and shook me. The thick goatskin 
leggins I wo»e stuffed up hia mouth 
somewhat, and probably saved my leg, 
but the gash is there to this day. 


I managed 1o get my knife into him 


again, though, at this juncture, and he 
dropped me, only to eeizd me, again, 
however, at this time on the shin, which 
he tore from knee to ankle. 


But he was losing blood fast, and drop- 


ped me a second time. Thrn he pulled 
himself together, as it were, and had an- 
other go at me. This time he seized mo 
bytheanLle, and bit one of the tendons 
nearly through. 


But the bear was done for. Faint from 


loss of blood, he had to drop ms again, 
and staggered, iclhng over. He picked 
himself up, though, only to fall regain, 
and roll away some yards from where I 
lay, and to fall dead. 


He measured six feet from nose to 


tail. So when on his hind legs he could 
not have stood much less than nine feet 
high. 


As for me, wounded as I was, I had to 


be carried some forty miles, across two 
rivers, in a litter before I could receive 
medical attention, and narrowly escaped 
bleeding to death. As it was, I lay two 
months on my back, and it was a ques- 
tion as to whether they would not have 
to amputate the leg that had been so se- 
verely mauled by a bear.—E. E. Cuthell 
in Golden Days.

AN OPTICIAN IN A HISTORIC BUILD- 


ING SAYS THEY ARE. 


the Causes to Be Found Largely In Onr 


Modern Sedentary 
Life—Why School 


Children Are Afflicted—The 
Kind of 


Ulasses to Wear. 
On the west side of Nassau street, just 


south of Fulton street, is an old building, 
the second floor of which was formerly 
used by Aaron Burr as a law office after 
his return from Europe in 1812. The 
floor is now used by an oculist and op- 
tician, who is a scientist, philosopher 
and merchant combined. 


His reception room was formerly 


Aaron Burr's consulting room, and it is 
somewhat of a coincidence that whereas 
it was formerly used for a consultation 
of the mind, it is now devoted to the 
purpose of consultations for the sight. 


"It is not generally known," remarked 


the oculist-optician to a News reporter, 
"except to, perhaps, a few old fashioned 
merchants, that this was the office of the 
famous Aaron Burr; but to eome of the 
older members of the bar this place has 
a historical interest as well as a personal 
one, so far as their eyes are concerned. 


"I make no spectacles or eye glasses 


for the tiade. 
Every pair of glasses 


made here are made after a personal ex- 
amination of eye, by myself, or upon 
the written prescription of a recognized 
oculist. It seems to me that defective 
vision was never so great as now. 


CAUSES OP DEFECTTTE VISION. 


"The peculiarities of defective vision 


are legion, but the prevailing affection 
of the eyes is nearsightedness. 
This 


aiises from many causes, chief among 
which is the increase among sedentary 
occupations. Jewelers, journalists, es- 
pecially doctors, analysts, clerks, book- 
keepers who have to work in dark waie- 
houses, typewriters, especially nomen, 
milliners, painters upon enamel, and in 
fact almost every business that demands 
close attention for any length of time, 
has its 
proportion 
of 
nearsighted 


workers. 


"Not one man in a hundred has abso- 


lutely perfect vision, and that one man is 
usually an illiterate person, whose busi- 
ness is an out door oue. Yet even sea 
captains, particularly in the German 
navy, wear eye glasses. 


"Another cause for defective vision is 


the present mode of living. We eat too 
fast and choose our food at random. The 
laborer and the farmer, whose frugal 
fare is plain but substantial, are seldom 
troubled with bad sights. Severe mental 
troubles most suiely affect the eyes 
where there is already a predisposition to 
sight faiiuie. 


"Dining the past five years there has 


been a noticeable mcirase of impaired 
vision among school children, caused by 
thiee things First, too much study in 
badly lighted school rooms, second,'bolt- 
ing' then food inbtoad of mastic.itmg it; 
third, the undue t>tiain upon the nerve 
tissues, which is tho icsult of both. A 
good many children of tender years of ten 
require glasses as Btrong as those worn 
by persons of advanced age. 


"Otheis are born with a malformation 


of the cornea, or fiont part of the eye, 
the curvature of which being unequal, 
the rays of light do not harmonize. 
Such people see vertical lines clearly, but 
the horizontal hues indistinctly, or vice 
versa 
The only remedy for this sort of 


thing is to use cyhndncal glasses. 


"Again, others ara troubled with 


weakness in one of tho muscles of the 
eye, so that the eyes do not move alike. 
Hence they may have double visual im- 
pressions and see two objects instead of 
one. 


"There is one peculiarity, however, 


about near sighted people which does 
not apply to other visual disorders. Their 
sight improves when they get to be about 
40 or 43 years of age, and continues to 
improve for a few years afterward. This 
improvement, however, is only confined 
to persons who use glasses of the requi- 
site strength. A too Btrong eye glass is 
worse than none at all, and while deal- 
ing with this pait of the subject I may 
say right here that tho general tendency 
of nearsighted people is at first to wear 
glasses that are too strong for them. 
Many a person's sight has been ruined in 
consequence. 


A FEW SIMPLE EXILES. 


"The knowledge of a few plain, sim- 


ple rules about eye glasses would save a 
world of trouble to the uninitiated. Al- 
ways buy spectacles in preference to eye 
glasses. They are not only more com- 
fortable, but their use avoids the often 
unnatural presence of common frames 
upon the muscles of the nose. Never 
wear rimless glasses, but use them with 
frames, the reason being that the sight 
of tho eyes is not injured by the refrac- 
tion of the rays of light on the edges. 
Use pebbles iu preference to glass, be- 
cause pebbles are ten degrees cooler. 
Never buy cheap glasses until your eyes 
have first been examined, because very 
much depends upon the condition of the. 
body when a person comes in to buy. 


"It requires from twenty minutes to 


three-quarters of an hour to enable the 
oculist to properly test iv person's eyes 
in older to get the right kind of glass to 
suit him. Dozens of persons come to 
me overheated and laboring under some 
degree of excitement. Their eyes are 
naturally affected by this condition, and 
they need to 'cool off and become com- 
posed before I can attend to them. The

A WITCH. 


A Plate Bqaatv Stubbed ta Decth by a 


lillnd Fanatic. 


The Hawthorne Bulletin of the 7th eays: 
Rhodes Marsh was the scone of what 


appears to have been a willful murder last 
Tuesday morning, tbe participants being 
Piqto Indians. As near as we can learn 
the facts areas follows: About daylight 
on Tuesday morning a blind Indian known 
a« "Blind Geoege" appeared at the catii- 
: odie of eome Indians who arc employed 
&t ibe salt marr.h and inquired for a cer- 
tain tqaaw, sayiog that ehe owed him 
some money and that be wanted it. 
The 


S}0aw was lying on the floor asleep, and 
Blind George was led to her side. It is 
said he awakened her end asked for 
money. Her reply could not bs heard, 
and it wai too dark to discern their actions, 
bnt suddenly the squaw cried out, "He is 
killing me! Help!" 


An examination showed the squaw bad 


been stabbed several times, and death fol- 
lowed soon after. 


The Indians are Tery reticent about the 


matter. Some s>\y that tbe dead woman 
was a witch, and that her killing was right 
and proper, and according to the time-hon- 
ored lawn of the tribe, and intimate that 
Blind Georgo was used as an instrument to 
carry oat the decree. 


Others laugh at the witch story, and say 


the ejnaw owed George money, and he 
killed tier because she would not pay it. 


Gecrge was brought to Hawthorne last 


Wednesday and examined before Justice 
King, when the above fn-jta were elicited. 
It appearing to be an unprovoked and wan- 
ton Kiaassinatiou, tbe prisoner was held to 
await the action of tbe Grand Jury, with- 
out bail. 


He is entirely indifferent as to bis fate, 


and says be wants to be hanged — don't 
care, Bat he eats bis meats regularly, 
and with apparent relish all tbe same.

A Temple of DUcuulon -Where All Kind* 


or Men Bleet as Equals, Bare a Sociable 
Time and Carefully Debates All the Im- 
portant Question* of the Day. 


A walk of two minutes down Fleet 


street brings us to a tall new freestone 
building labeled on the lamp "The Green 
Dragon," and wearing the appearance of 
a public house and tavern, which it ia 
Across the window ia inscribed in per- 
manent letters: "The Temple Discussion 
Forum. Established 1C67." 
And un- 


derneath is posted up every morning a 
paper announcing the subject of the 
evening's debate, and inviting strangers 
to enter and engage to the discussion 
This ia the oldest, by more than a cen- 
tury, of the existing discussion forums, 
and until recently was the most crowded 
and inost interesting of them all* 


A FASCINATING OLD ROOM. 


My knowledge of the place, even from 


tradition, does not go beyond the period 
when Mr. Boss, the veteran chairman, 
guided its councils. 
"Old Ross," as he 


was affectionately called by his disciples, 
was a remarkable man in many ways. 
Not only was he an admirable speaker, 
but, as chairman, he possessed great tact, 
discernment and coolness, which were 
sometimes put to the severest tests, as I 
shall presently show. He waa a man of 
profound and varied knowledge, one of 
the best Greek scholars in the kingdom, 
a strong and graceful writer, and a con- 
tributor to several of the leading periodi- 
cals of London, including, I think, The 
Times. With all these qualities he pos- 
sessed another that eminently fitted him 
for his post; he knew how to combine 
the easy going ways of the bohemian 
with the refinement of a gentleman, to 
be genial and responsive yet dignified 
and firm, to the most motley assembly, 
it seems to me, that was erer gathered 
together in one room. 


It was quite by accident that I discov- 


ered the place one evening many years 
ago, when I dodged into an open door- 
way to escape a sudden shower. Down 
a long passage was a leather padded 
door with an oval glass window in it 
marked "Discussion Forum." I shall

when I found myself within, seated upon 
a bench of adamantine hardness and 
looked about on the quaint old room. 
It was long1 and narrow and low between 
decks like the cabin of a ship, and also, 
like a ship, it had forms, orsettees, along 
each •wall behind a row of mahogany 
tables, and above, near the ceiling, -was 
a row of square port boles for windows. 


Two centuries of soot and tobacco 


smoke had dyed the floor, the walls and 
ceiling, the wooden bottomed chairs and 
forms, to nearly tbe same color as the 
rudo old fireplace.
